Then, with all his wisdom, 
he is but half learned. He has not learned 
the value of his own nature. He does not 
know, “ thateman’s heart is a boly thing.” 
It does not follow, by any means, that be- 
rause & man reads much, und thinks pro- 
foundly, and feels keenly, and is gifted with 
a bright and creative fancy, it does not fol- 
low, that he should be thagwn out of the 
region, and the reach of hufan sympathies. 
The truly wise man will estimate and cher- 
ish them; and then the stores of his mind 
will be sources of added enjoyment, and 
his wisdom will not prove his sorrow. 

So it is with the knowledge of the evil 
that is in the world, Though it may be 
perverted to harden the heart and blunt the 
moral sensibilitics of its possessor, yet it 
may also be made to increase his happiness. 
If he has formed for himself correct prin- 
ciples of action, and is thoroughly convin- 
ced that virtue is the greatest good, he will 
not, on the one hand, be corrupted by bad 
influences, and on the other, his knowledge 
of the forms and ways of vice will enable 
him to guard himself more effectually from 
us power, than if he were ignorant of its 
devices. 

Examples might be multiplicd; but the 
considerations already advanced, will abun- 
lantly justify the conclusion, that instead 
of discouraging, religion commends and 
stimulates mental exertion, and is friendly 
to the cause of intellectual improvement. 
We are called on, therefore, as we regard 
the dignity of our nature, the interests of 
virtue, our gwn happiness, and the happi- 
ness of outefellow-beings to push our re- 
searches after knowedge tothe uimost and 
to use every means in our power to com- 
municate instruction, to enlighten the unin- 
formed, and spread abroad the mandates of 
reason and truth. We must not heed the 
cry of prejudice, we must not fear the 
threats of bigotry, aud we must not listen 
to the selfish whispers of a short sighted 
policy ; because tt is our sacred duty to go 
with ardour, confidence and resolution, in 
maintaining, as ably as we may, the claims 
and rights of the human mind.

Menee, a prudent father will pre- 
vent his son from keeping company with profh- 
gates, and will endeavour to let him have the 
use of every thing that may assist his virtuous in- 
cUnations, well knowing how frequently tempta- 
tions present Urcmselves and earry away the mind 
from sober reflection and me ditation on its ac 
countability to God, and being attontive to those 
secret monitions of divine grace which are vouch 
sated unto all; he puts him in mind of atteadine 
toythese important things, at stated times, al.

The Progress of Old Age n New Studies. 

Socrates learned to play on musical instru- 
ments in his old age ; Cato, at cighty, thought 
proper to Jearn Greek; and Plutarch, almost as 
late in life, Latin. 

Theophrastus began he admirable work on 
the Characters of Men, @ the extreme age of 
ninety. He only termina¢d his literary labours 
by his death. 

Peter Ronsard, one ofthe fathers of French 
poetry, applied himself la to study. His acute 
frenius, ancl ardent anpliction, rivalled those po- 
etic models which he adhired; and Boccaccio 
was thirty-five years of ag when he commenced 
his studies in polite literapre. 

The great Arnauld rethhed the vigour of his 
genius, at the command ff his pen, to his last 
day ; and at the age of efhtytwo was still the 
great Arnauld. 

Sir Henry Spelman neglected the sciences in 
youth, but cultivated them at fifty years of age, 
and produced good fruit. His early years were 
chiefly passed in farming, which greatly divert- 
ed him from his studies ; tut a remarkable disap- 
pointment repecting’a comested estate, disgust- 
ed him with these rustic @cupations ; resolved to 
attach himself to regular audtes, and literary so- 
ciety, he sold his farms, nd became the most 
learned antiquity and lawyer. 

Colbert, the famous Freich minister, almost at 
sixty, returned to his Latijand law studies. 

Vellierr, the chancellor € France, learned lo- 
gic, merely for an amuscacnt, to dispute with 
his xrandchildren, 

Dr. Johnson applied hintelf to the Dutch lan- 
guage but a few years bdore his death. The 
Marquis de Saint Aulaire, at the age of seventy, 
began to court the muses,and they crowned him 
with their freshest lowers he verses of this 
French Anacreon are full pf fire, delicacy, and 
sweetness. 

Chaucer's Canterbury tales were the com- 
Pesition of his latest years they were begun in

Ludovico Monaldesco, athe extraordinary age 
of 115, wrote the memoiriot his times.

The most delightful of uto-biographies for ar- 
tists, is that of Benvenuo Cellini; a work of 
great oririvality, which was not begun till “ the 
clock of his age had struck fifty-eight.”

SINGULAR CIRCUMSTANCE. 

Some months smce the tadiana Papers contain.

cartilage and bone, leaving no mark or trace on 
the face ; the jurtat the same time enjoyed good 
bealth, Seversl eminent physicians witnessed this 
extraoidiary Case, and one af them, Dr. Shuler, 
of Vincennes, writes the following letter to Dr. 
Michell, on the subject — 

* Enelosed are specimens of bone and cartil- 
age, with a clot, that were taken from the girl's 
iace. Uregret lL have no more to send you. | 
thiak you will have received some before this 
tune, from Gen. Evans. The specimens | found 
are smaller than most that made their appear- 
ance. The largest of them owes its whiteness, 
eaternally, to having been brushed, and is 
smoother than most of those which I saw. All 
the bongs had some part of their surface smooth ; 
but this smoothness was gencrally on one side. 
The cartilaginous substances appear when diy 
to be of two kinds; the one pale and transparent, 
and the other yellowish, and more opaque, as 
you will find by examination, It is probable, 1 
think, ifthe curtiage and bone were properly 
analyzed, they would be found to contain a lar- 
ger proportion of gelatine that the regular bone 
of the huvaan body; and the vellow places especi- 
ally to be composed pruripally of gelatime. The 
clot inclosed is not @ fair specimen, it being 
smaller and of a darker colour than mest of the 
others.

By an arrival at Ritimore from Jamaica, pa- 
pers have been receted from thence, and cen- 
tain interesting inteligence from Peru. ‘The 
aulvices are to the 25h December. 

The detection of tiva Aguero, and the suc- 
cesses of Gen. Santa Jruz in the South, had pre- 
vented the PresidentBolivar from opening the 
campaign. ‘The auaiary division of Chili, given 
up by the Director, omposing 1500 men, had 
arrived at Callao, andwas to be followed by 600 
cavalry. Gen, SantaSruz with a strong column, 
remained at Arica, md with the efficient divi- 
sions of Colonels Linz and Urdimenes from 
the provinces of Uppr Peru, kept the enemy in 
check. 

Col. Iparra, aid-de«amp to his Excellency the 
Liberator, who has jut arrived at Bagota from 
Vruxillo, brings account of the President having 
been obliged in confomity with the resolutions 
of the Congress, to enploy force to put down 
the faction of Riva Afuero; but that on his Ex- 
cellency’s approrching the troops destined by 
Aguero for the invasica of Lima, one of the offi- 
cers of the latter procisimed their union with the 
legitimate governmentof Peru, arrested R. Ague- 
ro and Gen. Herreré, whe commanded their 
army, and delivered them up. In consequence 
of this, the 4000 men composing this force were 
united to the main bog, and an end put to the 
intestine discord that tireatened the destruction 
of the tree portion of Keru. The two Chiefs be- 
fore named have bees conducted to Guayaquil 
to be sent to the Isthoms, and from thence to Eu- 
rope. 

The Peruvian Govemment is now left to con- 
tend against none but its external enemies, for 
the extermination of whom the Patriots of Peru 
will reunite their effapts, instead of employing 
themselves an silly and fruitless cabals. 

A tlag of truce from the Spanish Authorities 
in Jamaica had arrivedat La Guayra, demanding 
from the intevdaut of Venezeula the Spaniards 
and natiges of the Camsrics, who from the want 
of means for travelling had been apprehended 
by virtuc of the law of expulsion. 

On the 22d ult. his Majesty’s ship Thetis, 
Captain Sir Joho Phillimore, arrived at Havanna 
from La Vera Crus ou board J. Ward, Esq.

HORRID MURDER. 

The following melancholy details are from an 
unquestionable source, and afford a strong view of 
the depravity of human nature : 

About the 20th of January last, Mr. James New- 
ton, of Greenbrier county, Va. was murdered by 
his own Negro, a lad about 17 or 18 years of age. 
The circumstances were these : Early in the morn. 
ing the negro concealed himeelf’ in the barn floor, 
behind a small door, until his master stooped to 
enter through the door which he did unconscious 
of danger ; at this moment, the assassin gave him 
the fatatblow upon the head with the poll of sn 
ase, which felled him to the floor, and on repeat- 
ing the blows the axe either flew off the helve, or 
broke it near the eye. The negro supposing his 
atrocious design accomplished, carried the body 
and threw it into a stable, behind a young wicked 
horse, the body however manifesting signs of lite, 
he procured another axe, with which he crusbed 
the scull in the most shocking and barbarous 
manner, He then went to the kitchen, changed 
his clothes and reported to his Mistress, that the 
young horse hud killed Master James. The distress- 
ing occurrence being known, the neighbors col- 
lected in considerable numbers, and an investiga- 
tion of the circumstances led generally to the 
opinion, that the young horse had been guilty of 
the murder; this impression was confirmed by the 
tact of blood, brains, &c. being tound adhering to 
the logs and root ef the stable. Two gentlemen 
present, however, were not fully satisfied on the 
subject, and continuing their researches, found 
blood in considerable quantity concealed under 
the barn floor some feet trom the stable; on exa- 
mining the negro in relation to this appearance, he 
endeavoured to account for it by stating, that be- 
ing unwilling to have his master’s bi upon his 
feet, he had wiped it on the straw, which he then 
swept into the bara floor; they then enquired what 
he had swept it with, he said the broom, which 
they found sticking up near the wall, and bloody. 
This singular position ef the broom, he explained 
by sayingy, that in his distress for his master, he 
threw it-at a chicken which was making a noise, 
and it stuck fast; but as the gentleman was not 
satisfied with his statement he was taken into cus- 
tody. His Mistress now recollected that he had 
changed his clothes that morning. The clothes 
were found concealed under his bed, and were in 
various places crimsoned with blood. His guilt 
now became so clearly demonstrated, that he con- 
fessed the fact, and told them, that the last axe he 
had used, was hidden on the wall plate in the bare, 
where they found it bloody. 

The villain gave as his reason for the murder, 
that wheo he and his young Master were at a neigh- 
bor’s last fall, husking corn, a dispute arose be- 
tween himself and some person present, during 
which his master ordered him to desist and be si- 
lent: upon his refusing to do so, his master took 
the liberty of slapping his jaws. This affrom wae 
too great to be iven, and could only be washb- 
ed out by blood. 

Mr. James Newton and his sister Hannah, both 
pretty well advanced in years and both single, bad 
su unblemished characters, and had taken 
pains to educate this negro, who with themselves 
constituted the whole family. They lived on 
Greenbrier River, some 6 or 8 miles from Lewis- 
burg. On the 13th inst. the negro was to bave 
been executed at Lewisburg.

PE age ex itures, of the New-York Deaf 
Dumb Instaution, for the year 1823, it appears 
that the institution has had a: its disposal $8,914 
24, of which $6,890 70 has been expended, leav- 
ing a balance on hand of $2,023 64, towards de- 
fraying the expenses of 1824. During the past 
ear, t have been eleven pupils received, and 
fourteen discharged, leaving fifty remaining under 
instruction. Of these fifiy, twenty-seven are state 
pupils, under the law of 16th April, 1822; six are 
private pay pupils, and seventeen are charity = 
pila. The improvement of the pupils, where they 
have been any time under instruction, both as res- 
pects their moral and intellectual attainments, ts 
highly gratifying to the directors, and the friends 
of the deaf and dumb.

Gull and obtain information respecting Columbia 
and Spanish Privateers and Pirates. He will, of 
course, be governed very much by such infor- 
mation as he may obtain. He iateel to give the 
West Indics a good examination before he gets 
to Thempson’s Island.” 


LATE FROM KEY WEST. 

The sloop Ocean cayt. Johnson, has arrived at 
Norfolk in 16 days trom Key West, bringing in- 
telligence from that station to the 10th ult. The 
Ocean has brought hofme forty-six sick and con. 
valescent scamen and marines, belomging to the 
equadran, in charge of midshipman Peyton Hen- 
ley, and attended by surgeon’s mate Van Brunt. 
These were the only men unfit for duty at the 
time the Ocean saiked. Corporal Rodgers, of the 
marines, died on the passage, the 14th inst. of ex- 
cessive debility. Dr. James R Boyce has return- 
ed in the Ocean, in consequene of bad health— 
He has been very il, and although much improved 
since he left the Island, he is still very feeble.— 
Capt. Jesse Wilkinson still continued in command 
of the naval forces on that station, Com. Porter 
not having arrived there. We learn, that capt, 
W. with the officers and men of the squadron, and 
on the Island, were all in the enjoyment of good 
health, when the Ocean sailed. ‘Dr Duberry was 
the only medical officer remaining at Key West, 
The following vessels of the squadron were left at 
the Island :—U. §, brig Spark, Lt. Com. Newton, 
to sail in a few days on a cruise: store ship Me. 
coy, Lt. Com. Gamble: sctirs Grey Hound, LA.

The 
tenement destroyed was the property of Mr. Gaw, 
who resided in the back part. In endeavoring to 
rescue a part of his property, thie gentleman was 
surprized by a column of smoke, and unfortunately 
fell a victim to suffocation. He has left a large 
family to deplore his untimely fute, and his fellow 
citizens, the loss of a valuable member of the com- 
munity.
